THK EXEMPTION ACT. 


As an illustration of the manner in 
which the legislation of this State is 
sometimes accomplished, it may be 
well to give the history of the $120 
exemption act passed by the last Leg- 
islature. The bill in original furm 
was brought up in the Senate and the 
exemption was set at fifty dollars. 
After sume exertion the bill was de- 
feated. A Storey county Senator was 
asssailed by his constituents for the 
failure. He replied that the bill was 
improperly managed and could still 
be passed. The Senator took up the 
masure amending the exemption to 
sixty dollars, and called upon the Re- 
publican Senate to show tbat the work- 
ingmen were its especial care. Under 
this showing the bill passed the Senate 
and reached the Democratic Assembly. 
Here it was taken for a joke, and in 
order to show that the Democrats 
were friends of the laborer, the amount 
was amended to $120 and passed. Of 
course it was never dreamed that the 
Senate would stand the raise, but hav 
ing originated the measure the Senate 
concurred promptly and the bill be- 
came a law. Following is the text of 
the amendment: 


The Judge or referee may order any

the Court in which said action is pend- 
ing, shall, upon it being made to ap- 
pear by davit or otherwise, that 


such earnings, wages, salary or sum 
due are necessary to the support of 


such —— make an order exempt- 
ing the sum of $120 thereof fiom such 
evy. 


AN IMPORTANT LAND DECISION. 


A man named Nickals inclosed 960 
acres of land in Eureka county, and 
claimed it under the United States 
law. Six men who believed that the 
land laws did not permit any one per- 
son to pre-empt or hold under possess- 
ory title more than 160 acres of land, 
had the ranch surveyed and made 
homestead entries for the same, in 
tracts of 160 acres each. Nickals 
contested their title at the Eureka 
Land Office, and the Register ruled in 
his favor. The pre-emptors appealed 
to the General Land Office at Wash- 
ington, and the decision of the Com- 
missioner, reversing the ruling of the 
Register of the Eureka Land Office, 
has just been received. 

The Commisssoner, as reported in 
the Sentinel, says: “It isa matter of 
general complaint among the poorer 
cless of settlers, that rich ranchmen,or 
cattle owners, are in the practice of 
inclosing large tracts of the public 
domains with fences, to the exclusion 
of pre-emption and homestead settle- 
meat. The case of Nickals seems to 
be one of this character. He could 
not appropriate under the laws requir- 
ing habitation more than 160 acres at 
one time, yet he contests homestead 
entries covering a tract of 960 acres. 
The contest is dismissed for the reason 
stated.”

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


Senator Fale has expressed his ideas 
on the Chinese question. He thinks 
the Chinese are in no respect an infer- 
ior race, and would never harmonize 
with the Caucassian race. He repeats 
the charge of uncleanliness, and adds: 
“TI do not think that this treaty will 
be of much benefit to the Pacific 
Coast. I have read it over carefully, 
and I really do not see anything in it 
that improves on the present state of 
affairs. The people of the East do 
not understand it or they would do 
more to aid in curtailing the importa- 
tion of Chinese to the United States. 
It is not immigration; it is simply im- 
portation of cheap labor.” It would 
bein order then for the Senator to 
make the people understand and take 
some means to bring about the needed 
correction by legislation and treaty 
stipulation. 


The game law of this Stato wes 
amended by the Legislature at the 
laat session. Some speciat provisions 
were made for the counties of Laoder, 
Eureka, Humboldt and Elko. For the 
counties mentioned it is unlavful to 
kill or destroy any partridge, pheasant, 
woodcock, guail, wild goose, wild 
duck, teal, mallard and other ducks, 
sandhill crane, brant, swan, plover, 
curlew, snipe, grouse, robin, meadow 
lark, yellow hammer or bittern, be- 
tween the Ist day of April and the ist 
day of September io each year. It is 
also unlawful to kill any sage cock, 
ben or chicken between the 15th day 
of March and the 10th day of August 
of each year. Deer, antelope, moun- 
tain sheep and goats are protected by 
law from the lst day of December to 
the ist day of August in esch year. 


There will be more revenue than 
usual coming ioto the distribution 
fund of the public school. The inter- 
est on land payments has heretotore 
been turned into the irreducible fund. 
A change has been determined upon 
which seems rational. In future the 
interest will go to the distribution fund 
and the actual proceeds of sale to the 
irreducible school fund.
